■jrruigeiueiit of tie pTotidGnee of God, 
that whatever liapuenea might betaken 
therefore ae on expression of the Divine 
will, vu consequently unavoidable, end 
thatfco fight egainBtit was neither mom 
Bcr1eB9tbanflyirtg.il the face of the Al- 
mighty. . 

How, while m<wt Christians would deny 
this Fatallsm-tLu doctrine that teaebM 
that whatever is to be. will be— in feta- 
tion to the events of everyday lift, tb«J 
would justify their'conduot towards) a 
dyjb>g world by the notion, that the 
spiritual relations and rebellions aoeV a- 
ianitiei of man cannot be altered: tbat 
tSey must wait God's time and iuteritf- 
snoa before any thing remarkable can be 
done to improve things.

ising the malady, and stamping ic out of 
eiidtciice, if asked t ) fight tbe deadly 
contagion of flifli to shnt np tbe publie- 
houses, uIom tbe brothels, shield the little 
children, end use all means taught in the 
Bible, and suggested by the Holy Ghost 
to clear tho neighbourhood of sin, tbe 
people would ba shccl'cd' P-t thoveryiden. 
If they don't any that, whatever is, is 
riglit in Hie way of imnnitjr they will 
say practically, " What is, muatbe. We 
must wait till God prepares tbe way, and 
open the door." And when you push
